GERMANS GIVE UP 


ORTONA 


New Allied Attacks 
Anticipated 


THE evacuation of Ortona by the Germans, after 
seven days and nights of the fiercest fighting in 
Italy so far, was announced yesterday in the German 


communiqué. 
According to Reuter, 


the Eighth Army is now 


expected to start an attack towards the Rome-Pescara 


road, twelve miles north of Ortona. 


Rome radio said 


last night: ' Everything points to the Allies’ deter- 
mination to launch new large-scale attacks along the 


Italian front.’” 


(From David Brown, Reuter’s Special 
Correspondent at Allied H.Q.) 


The fall of Ortona may be 
followed by a considerable German 
withdrawal in the coastal sector 
north-west of the port. Already 
German forces are preparing to leave 
Tollo, some four miles inland. 

General Montgomery’s Canadian 
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forces may now by-pass the 
evacuated fringe of Ortona in close 
pursuit of the withdrawing Germans. 
With more open ground before 
them, they are expected to launch 
a powerful thrust towards the Rome- 
Pescara road. Ortona was the last 
major obstacle guarding this road, 
and the Germans ssignalised its 
importance by turning it into a 
minor’ ‘‘ Stalingrad.” 

Before they withdrew the Germans 
heavily mined the north-west fringe 
of Ortona. The town fell following 
the fiercest fighting Italy has seen 
since Salerno. 

Heavy losses were sustained 
by both sides in the grim street 
batties, The Germans towered 
tanks into the basements of 
houses and formed almost in- 
destructible strong-points of con- 
crete and steel. 

German parachute troops were sent

to help hold the town, and port- 
able flame-throwers and flame-throw- 
ing tanks were used 

Ortona is the only usable port be- 
tween Termoli and Pescara, but the 
Germans smashed the harbour faci- 
lities before withdrawing. Their de- 
parture was speeded by an Allied 
encircling thrust from the village of 
Villa Grande, 24 miles inland 
towards the coast. '

HOW SCHARNHORST 
WAS SUNK 


Official Story of All-Day 


Arctic 


Battle - 


HE full story of. the all-day action which resulted in the sinke 
T ing of the German battleship Scharnhorst off North Cape, “= 
disclosed in a British Admiralty communiqué last night. 

Hits were scored by the 35,000-ton battleship Duke of York, 
and four destroyers made a torpedo attack, which crippled the 


Scharnhorst before the final blow. 


The __ British 
muniqué stated :— 

“ Further details have now been 
received of the action on December 
26th when units of the Home; Fleet 
sank the German battleship Scharn- 
horst, which had attempted to at- 
tack a North Russian convoy. ‘The 
British force was disposed in two 
main formations. 

“ One, under the immediate com- 
mand of the Commander-in-Chief, 
Home Fleet, Admiral Sir Bruce 
Fraser, K.C.B., K.B.E., flying his 
flag in the battleship H.M.S. Duke 
of York (Captain the Hon. G. H. 
FEF. Russell, C.B.E., R.N.), was 
covering the convoy at a distance 
against possible attack by enemy 
ships based in Northern Norway. 
With him was H.M.S. Jamaica (Cap- 
tain J. Hughes Halftt, D.S.v., 
R.N.) and four destroyers. 

“The second formation, consisting 
of the cruisers H.M.S. Lelfast (Cap. 
tain F. R. Parham, R.N.), H.M.S. 
Norfolk (Captain D. K. Bain, R.N.) 
and H.M.S. Sheffield (Captain C. 'I’. 
Addis, R.N.), was under the com- 
mand of Vice-Admiral R. L. Bur- 
nett, C.B., O.B.E., D.S.O., flying 
his flag in the Belfast. 


DAWN ACTION 


“The cruiser squadron was es- 
corting the convoy in a position to 
the south-east of Bear Island, when 
in the half-light of the Arctic dawn 
contact was first made with the 
Scharnhorst, which was proceeding 
at 28 knots in the direction of the 
convoy. 

“The convoy was diverted to the 
northward, and the cruisers opened 
fire on the Scharnhorst. One hit was 
claimed by H.M.S. Norfolk, and 
the enemy then turned away 
from the direction of the convoy. 
She was later seen taking evasive 
action to the north-east, and proceed- 
ing at a maximum speed. 

‘““ Several hours later the Scharn- 
horst again attempted to close with 
the convoy. She was once more 
engaged by the cruiser squadron, 
and in the engagement “which 
followed H.M.S. Norfolk received 
one hit aft. 

“The enemy then turned south, 
and made at speed for the nearest 
refuge on the Norwegian coast. H.M. 
cruisers and destroyers continued to 
shadow the Scharnhorst throughout 
the afternoon, reporting her position 
to the Duke of York, which: was 
moving up from the south-west to 
intercept. 

‘* By this time darkness had closed 
in, and the Scharnhorst, continuing 
at maximum speed, held to her 
southerly course until at about 4.15 
p.m. the Duke of York made contact 
with her, the Scharnhorst being fine 
on the British battleship’s port bow. 

“The Duke of York altered course 
to the south-east in order to bring a 
full broadside to bear on the enemy, 
and quickly obtained a hit. In an 
effort to evade the forces converging 
on her, the Scharnhorst turned back 
to the northward, and a few minutes 
later she again altered course, pro- 
ceeding at maximum speed to the 
eastward. 

“ The British forces, with the Duke 
of York to the westward and cruisers 
and destroyers in positions from 
which to shadow and attack, took up 
the chase of the fleeing enemy battle- 
ship. 


TORPEDO HITS 


“There was a danger that the 
Scharnhorst’s superior speed might 
allow her to draw away from 
Admiral Fraser’s flagship. The 
destroyers H.M.S. Savage (Com- 
mander M. D. S. Meyrick, R.N.), 
H.M.S. Saumarez (Lieutenant-Com- 
mander F. M. Walmsley, R.N.), 
H.M.S. Scorpion (Lieutenant-Com- 
mander W. S. Clouston, R.N.), and

‘The cruiser H.M.S. Jamaica 
delivered a final torpedo attack,

‘Some survivors were picked up 
and were made-prisoner of war. 

“The convoy, which had sustained 
neither damage nor loss, proceeded 
towards its destination without 
further incident. 

“H.M. ships Norfolk and Sau- 
marez suffered a few casualties and 
minor damage. The next-of-kin of 
casualties are being informed. 

‘“A message of congratulation has 
heen sent by H.M. the King to the 
Commander-in-Chief, Home Fleet, 
stating : ‘ Well done, Duke of York,

The Chinese newspaper Sao Tang 
Pao, organ of the Chinese Army, 
wrote: ‘‘ The sinking of the Scharn- 
horst is a fatal blow to Germany. It 
will not only hasten Germany's 
doom in Europe, but it. will also have 
serious repercussions in the Far East. 
This latest blow to Germany’s weak 
sea power may pave the way for an 
Allied landing in France, and is the 
curtain-raiser for the opening of the 
second front in Europe.” 

The Duke of York is one of the 
largest and most powerfully armed 
battleships in the world. She was 
launched at Clydebank in secret a 
fortnight after the war began. She 
is one of four battleships of the 
King George V class, all of whieh 
are in service. She has a displace- 
ment of 35,000 tons and a top speed 
of about 30 knots.

Using Secret

Colonel Knox, United States 
Navy Secretary, disclosed yester- 
day, in Washington, that the 
United States avy is using 
secret weapons. ‘The Japanese 
especially have felt the sting of 
weapons which, although greatly im- 
proved, are, nevertheless, of conven- 
tional types.” He said: *‘ Japanese 
and Nazis alike, however, have also 
felt the destruction wrought by 
weapons not known to them, and 
they wil] continue to do so.”

During 1943 the naval aviation 
arm grew “in a manner that gives 
the United States world leadership, ’ 
"Plane production increased two and 
a half times over 1942, while three 
times as many combat ‘planes went 
to the fighting front.

Expansion of 
Industry in 
North | 


A wider and more elastic Govern- 
ment policy with reference to new 
industries in Northern Ireland is sug- 
gested in the thirteenth annual re- 
port of the Ulster Industrial De- 
velopment Association, issued yester- 
day. The report expresses the belief 
that new industrial activities of a 
lasting character can best originate 
by close co-ordination between agri- 
cultura] policy and the processing 
of agricultural products, and by 
direct proposals from trade associa- 
tions for the extension of existing 
activities by the establishment of 
new branches of industry. 

An. expansion of the scheme .of 

grants to new industries for labour 
training is urged in the report, which 
pleads for dispersal] of industries and 
an elastic transport service with the 
lowest possible freight cost, Wider 
dispersed areas should not be de- 
pendent on public transport systems 
alone, it says, They must possess 
their own transport. 
. The report agrees that some con- 
trol might be necessary in the im- 
mediate post-war period, but asks 
that it should be exercised only to 
secure maximum distribution of raw 
materials to producers and products 
to consumers. It should be allowed 
only through, and by agreement 
with, business organisations,

Messages from Irish

Technique 


The development of a new day 
bombardment technique, employing 
the latest scientific devices, enabling 
bombing through solid cloud cover 
—‘‘.10/10th’”’ cloud airmen call it— 
was announced yesterday by the 
Eighth Air Force Bomber Com. 
mand Headquarters, says United 
States Military Headquarters. 

The disclosure of the new tech- 
nique had previously been withheld 
until its value had been tested in 
actual operation. Many of the 
Eighth Air Force missions during 
the past three months against tar- 
ets in Germany have been con- 
ucted over a solid cloud cover 
which blanketed most of Europe. 
While accuracy 1s not equal to 
that usually attained in high alti- 
tude attacks, when the target can 
be seen, Eighth Air Force Bomber 
Command officials stated, accuracy 
is satisfactory, and gives promise of 
improvement.

nique is regarded as a @sical out- 
rowth oí. American bombardment 
octrine made possible by scientific 
advances, and does not involve any 
basic change in the American con- 
ception of hombardment.
